Washington. Feb. 17. — The Mann 
bill to provide a government for 
the canal zone was passed in the 
house without further discussion. The 
bill gives all the right of government 
of the canal zone to the president un- 
til the end of the next congress, but 
provides that the government shall be 
so exercised as to protect the inhab- 
itants in the free enjoyment of their 
liberty, prosperity and religion. It 
abolishes the Isthmian canal commis- 
sion and places the work of the con- 
struction of the canal in the hands of 
the president and such persons as he 
may appoint and employ. 

Authority to condemn 1.034 shares 
of stock in the Panama railroad now 
in the hands of private owners. Is car- 
ried in the bill and the president is 
authorized when full and complete 
control of the railroad is acquired, to 
operate it through such persons as he 
may select, in order that the road 
may be used as far as is necessary as 
a part of the construction work on 
the canal. 

While the bill abolishes the canal 
commission so far as the law is con- 
cerned, it authorizes the president to 
retain the commission as a commis- 
sion or as individual members as con- 
sulting engineers, if he shall so de- 
sire. 



TO FIGHT THE TRUSTS. 



Effort to Be Made to Broaden the 
Kansas Legislature’s Power. 



Topeka, Kan., Feb. 17. — To success- 
fully fight the trusts within its bor- 
ders, a constitutional convention may 
be called to broaden the powers of 
the Kansas legislature. The bills# 
striking at trusts, particularly those 
dealing with oil, having met with so 
many objections on constitutional 
grounds that a sentiment in favor of 
a new constitution meeting the situa- 
tion has sprung up. To this end a 
resolution submitting the question of 
calling a constitutional convention to 
a vote of the people in 1906 has been 
prepared and will, it is said, be pre- 
sented in the senate shortly. 

Along with its fight on oil, Kansas 
also is making war on those who 
would pipe gas out of the state. In 
the house the Holdens bill to regulate 
the mode of procuring and transport- 
ing natural gas was passed by a vote 
of 78 to 32. 



CIVIL WAR BATTLEFLAGS. 



Resolution Providing For Thei? Re- 
turn To the Proper Authorities. 



Washington, Feb. 17. — The house 
committee on military affairs author- 
ized a favorable report on a joint res- 
olution providing that union and con- 
federate battleflags in the custody of 
the war department shall be returned 
to the proper authorities in the states 
in which the regiments which bora 
the colors were organized. 



To Investigate Standard Oil Co. 

Washington, Feb. 17. — The presi- 
dent has ordered an investigation of 
the Standard Oil Co. In a letter to 
Commissioner of Corporations Garfield 
the president outlined his view’s and 
ordered that the investigation be rigid 
and comprehensive. 

The action is in line with the reso- 
lution introduced in the house by Rep- 
resentative Campbell, asking that the 
department of commerce and labor 
be instructed to investigate the oil 
situation in Kansas and ascertain 
whether there is a trust operating in 
violation of the anti-combine laws.

Paris, Feb. 17. — A semi-official dis- 
patch from Caracas, Venezuela, says 
that upon the pressure of President 
Castro the court has ordered the se- 
questration of the landed property of 
the American Asphalt Co. 



Will Take Part in Inaugural Parade. 

Mexico City, Feb. 17. — Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler, w'ho has been here several 
months, will leave for Washington in 
a few daj’s to take part in the inau- 
gural day parade. 



Guarantee Fund For the Inaugural. 

Washington, Feb. 17. — The inaugu- 
ral committee is making substantial 
progress in its w’ork. Some $62,085 
has been subscribed to the guaranty 
fund and all of it. has been paid in. 
This is the largest, fund in the his- 
tory of inaugurations. 



Armored Cruiser Washington. 

Washington, Feb. 17. — The New 
York Shipbuilding Co. has notified the 
navy department that the armored 
cruiser' Washington will be launched 
at the yard of that company in Cam- 
den. N. J., March 18. 



A FIERCE GALE RACED. 



Snow in Northern Indiana Drifted 
Higher Than the Roofs of Cart. 



MET TERRIBLE DEATH. 



Wabash, Ind., Feb. 18. — Traffic on 
the Michigan division of die Big Four 
railroad is at a standstill on account 
of the heavy snow’ drifts. One freight 
and tw’o passenger trains are fast in 
the heavy drifts north of this city. 
The north-bound passenger train is 
held at North Manchester and both 
night trains have been annulled. One 
passenger train has been stalled in a 
drift since noon, and several engines 
have been unable to extricate it. 

A telephone message from Elkhart 
reports that the interurban lines have 
suspended the operation of trains be- 
cause of snow’ which in ’places has 
drifted higher than the roofs of the 
cars. 

Goshen, Ind., Feb. 18. — A fierce gal© 
raged here all day, drifting the snow 
as it never did before in this section. 
The Big Four passenger train leaving 
Indianapolis at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing was caught in the drift at Water- 
ford, three miles south of here. Three 
engines pulled for over five hours to 
get the train out. Many passengers 
left the train and drove to this city. 

A second passenger train leaving 
Indianapolis at 11 o’clock is stalled in 
the drifts between Goshen and War- 
saw and will be out all night. All 
early morning trains have been aban- 
doned. Country roads in Elkhart coun- 
ty are impassable. 



STANDARD OIL CO. 



Funds Wanted To Prosecute Inquiry 
into Its Methods in Kansas. 



Washington, Feb. 18. — Funds with 
which to prosecute the inquiry Into 
the methods of the Standard Oil Co. 
in Kansas w r ere asked of the house 
by Secretary Metcalf, of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. In his 
communication the secretary says that 
this inquiry can not be completed be- 
fore July 1 next. His suggestion is 
that the unexpended balance of one 
item of $46,000 and another of $15,000, 
carried in the current legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation act, 
be made available for this as well as 
all other work of investigation which 
his department is prosecuting. These 
items were appropriated to carry on 
the “Beef trust” and other inquiries.

Washington, Feb. 18. — For the first 
time in history the legislative wheels 
of the government were stilled for a 
portion of a day to pay tribute to a 
woman’s memory. 

The occasion was the formal accept- 
ance by congress from the state • of 
Illinois of a statue of Frances E. Wil- 
lard, the first national president of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union 
and for over a quarter of a century its 
leading spirit. Eulogies w’ere pro- 
nounced in both branches of congress. 
The ladies’ gallery in each chamber 
was occupied by distinguished mem- 
bers of the W. C. T. U.

Branch Societies To Be Organized In 
Each State and Territory. 



Washington, Feb. 18. — The central 
committee of the Red Cross was call- 
ed to order at the state department 
by Adm. Van Reypen, chairman, to 
carry out the plans outlined at the 
general meeting of the association 
last week for the organization of 
branch societies in each state and ter- 
ritory. A form of incorporation was 
approved and the necessary blanks 
were ordered sent out to prominent 
persons in the* states who have inter- 
ested themselves in Red Cross work. 



PARCELS POST TREATY. 



It Has Been Arranged Between th© 
United States and Great Britain. 



Washington, Feb. 18. — The final 
signing of the British parcels post 
treaty is a source of considerable 
gratification to officials here and a 
substantial increase in the volume of 
postal business is expected to follow. 
The movement for a parcels post ar^ 
rangement between the two countries 
began many years ago. The sea post 
service between the United States and 
England is also to be improved. 



American Warships To Visit Havana. 

Havana, Feb. 18. — The United’ 
States revenue cutter Forward has ar- 
rived with Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Armstrong on board. Amer- 
ican Minister Squiers has notified the 
Cuban government that a United 
States squadron of 14 warships will 
visit Havana on March 10.

POINTS ON APPENDICITIS. 



Grand Duke Sergius, Uncle of the 
Czar, Assassinated. 



A Bomb Thrown Under His Carriage 
Exploded, Tearing the Victim’s 
Body Into Ghastly Fragments, 
Littering the Snow. 



Moscow, Feb. 18— Within the walls 
of the far-famed Kremlin palace, and 
almost underneath the historical tow- 
er from which Ivan the Terrible 
watched the heads of his enemies fall- 
ing-beneath the ax on the famous Reel 
square, and within a stone’s throw of 
the great bell of Moscow’. Grand Duke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law ot 
Emperor Nicholas, and the chief of 
the reactionaries, met a terrible death. 
The deed was committed by a single 
terrorist, who threw beneath the car- 
riage of the grand duke a bomb charg- 
ed with the same high power explo- 
sive w’hich wrought Minister von Pleh- 
ve’s death. The missile was packed 
with nails and fragments of iron and 
its explosion tore the imperial vic- 
tim’s body to ghastly fragments, 
which strewd the snow for yards 
around. 

The assassin belongs to the noted 
“fighting group” of the socialist revo- 
lutionary party, which has removed 
other prominent officials and long 
since passed sentence of death iipon 
Grand Duke Sergius. The grand duke 
knew that he stood in the shadow of 
death. 

When the duke’s carriage w’as in 
front of the courts of justice, where 
the walls of the triangle approach 
forming a narrow entrance to the 
Nikolsky gate, a man clad in work- 
man’s attire stepped forward from the 
sidewalk and threw a bomb which he 
had concealed beneath his coat. A 
terrible explosion followed and a hail 
of iron pelted the grim stone walls of 
the arsenal and courts of justice. A 
thick cloud of smoke, snow and debris 
arose. When it had cleared a ghastly 
sight was presented. On the snow lay 
fragments of the body of Grand Duke 
Sergius, mingled with the wreck of 
the carriage. The grand duke’s head 
had been tom from his body and re- 
duced to a shapeless pulp and the 
trunk and limbs were frightfully man- 
gled. A finger bearing a rich seal 
ring was found lying several yards 
away 

away. The crimson tint and sicken- 
ing smell of blood were everywhere. 
Only a few fragments of cloth indicated 
that the body had been once clothed. 

The coachman lay moaning with 
pain beside a deep hole in the pave- 
ment. The horses, dragging the front 
wheels of the carriage, had dashed 
off, maddened with pain, to sink dy- 
ing before they reached the gate. 

Police officials rapidly gathered, but 
before anything could be done tow’ards 
collecting the scattered fragments of 
the body, Grand Duchess Elizabeth 
drove up in an open carriage. She 
had dropped her work at the head- 
quarters of the Red Cross and sped 
to the scene of the crime • without 
waiting to don her outer wraps. She 
broke down entirely at the sight and 
dropped to her knees, sobbing bitterly. 

The assassin was thrown to the 
ground and stunned by the force of 
the explosion, but he quickly arose 
and ran toward the gate, attempting 
to escape. His haste, and the blood 
streaming from his face where he had 
been w’ounded by fragments of the 
bomb, attracted the attention of a ser- 
geant of police, who seized him be- 
fore he could draw his revolver. The 
man did not deny his crime, but on 
the contrary, gloried in its success. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20. — It has now 
been definitely decided that the re- 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
present, but will be placed in a tem- 
porary receiving vault of the cloister 
of the Chaudoff monastery, to await 
the completion of alterations now in 
progress in the Romanoff mausoleum 
in the cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, where the permanent interment 
will occur, among the tombs of his 
ancestors. On account of lack of 
space in the mausoleum it was decid- 
ed last year henceforth to bury only 
rulers of the dynasty in the old mau- 
soleum and a new sepulchre in the 
new wing of the cathedral is now be- 
ing built for other members of the 
imperial family. 

So grave is the danger of a repeti- 
tion of the Moscow tragedy that sev- 
eral of the grand dukes have not stir- 
red out of their palaces since the mur- 
der, and instead of going to Tsarsko- 
Selo to attend the requiem there, they 
have participated in special services 
held in the chapels of their own pal- 
aces. This was the case as regards 
the Grand Dukes Vladimir and Alexis. 
A special requiem also was held in 
the winter palace that Gov. Gen. Tre- 
poff might attend. Gen. Trepoff is 
known to be under sentence by the 
fighting organization of the social rev- 
olutionists, and so far as can be ascer- 
tained, has not left his quarters in the 
palace since the assassination of 
Grand Duke Sergius.

But now !n the days of gold-fever and 
desire for rapid enterprise, the land 
cries aloud for roads, roads, both rail- 
ways aifd wagon-roads. Such loss of 
life, retarding of advancement, delay 
of development, Alaska experiences to- 
day because of her trackless expanse of 
territory. . 

The member of the Harriman expe- 
dition that wrote on the resources of 
Alaska declares that it is not a coun- 
try for agriculture nor for home-mak- 
ing, and says, with brevity, “few people 
go to Alaska to live, they go merely 
to stay until they have made their 
stake.” But the present rate of in- 
crease of even a temporary popula- 
tion indicates that the demand for 
fair transportation will grow in 
strength. The census of 1900 gives 
a population of 63,592, nearly double 
that of ten years previous. The in- 
crease has been almost entirely due to 
the whites pouring into the Yukon, 
numbers not mounting at such a rapid 
rate in southern Alaska. And it goes 
without saying that the new pioneers 
will want to get about speedily, will 
want commerce to move with swift- 
ness. The day is not far off when 
there must be abandoned the Chilkoot 
Indians, the horses and burros, dogs 
and sleds, used for transporting means 
between points on waterways. And 
the danger of shooting rapids, passing 
through narrow canyons, must give 
way to some less exciting manner of 
travel. 

And if in time this temporary popu- 
lation is replaced by permanent set- 
tlers, then our government will be 
forced to continual remembrance of 
her northernmost territory. It is 
wrong to think of Alaska as given over 
entirely to arctic cold, arctic perils, 
arctic products. It was once thought 
that the only valuable part of the

Effort to Be Made to Consider the 
Statehood Bill in Conference.^ 



Alaska purchase was the fur, whale- 
oil and seal business; then the gold 
fields overshadowed in importance any 
other Alaskan wealth; and some fu- 
ture day what are now her latent re- 
sources may become the chief wealth 
of Alaska. Mr. Gannett, of the Har- 
riman expedition, adds his voice to the 
declaration that Alaska’s natural re- 
sources are enormous. “The skins and 
furs, the gold, copper and coal, and 
the timber of the territory are in value 
almost beyond calculation, and the 
mere reaping of this harvest sown and 
ripened for us by nature will occupy 
an industrial army for years.” 

One that writes more enthusiastical- 
ly, if less authoritatively, Mr. B. W. 
James, refers to the attractions of 
this country. “In the future there 
will be many who will prefer Alaska 
or Dakota to Florida and vice versa. 
As far as my own experience led me 
to observe it was lovely and health- 
ful. I can see no reason why a tract 
of land teeming with weath should 
be neglected by government and peo- 
ple alike. From the mines of silver 
and gold, from the mighty forests of 
cedar and pine, from the beautiful furs 
of seal and otter, from the great fish- 
eries of seal, whale, salmon and cod. 
from the enormous, inexhaustible sup- 
ply of pure ice, comes the one voice: 



terrible oddB, and there is most urgent 
requirement that the government step 
in and make possible better means of 
communication. The Canadian gov- 
ernment has found it practicable to 
build good roads in that region, and 
her example should be followed by her 
neighbor who boasts of his enterprise. 

President Roosevelt In his last mes- 
sage laid much stress on conditions 
and needed reforms in “our Siberia,” 
and this arctic possession may con- 
gratulate itself that such a strenuous 
individual is taking an interest in its 
welfare. We shall expect ere long to 
see something doing for^Alaska. 

Settlers as well as the native por- 
tion of the population need protection. 
One that pleads the urgent need of a 
territorial form of government for 
Alaska declares that practically only 
in the mining regions are to be found 
any inducements for settlers and says 
there seems to be no safeguard for 
any enterprise except that secured by 
patents for mining claims. Year after 
year Alaskans have waited to see in 
each president’s message any mention 
of Alaska beyond that of the vexed 
boundary question, and year after year 
have been forced to the conclusion 
of Uncle Sam’s indifference. 

It has been argued at times that 
indifference has given way to some 
slight show of interest, that it would 
be a difficult matter to make rules suit- 
able for a population made up so large- 
ly of a people differing widely in lan- 
guage and customs from the whites. 
It has been advocated that for some 
time to come the natives be left in 
the hands of the missionaries, who 
shall fit them to become citizens. In 
answer to this Alaskans urge the right 
arm of the law is needed to protect 
and assist these missionaries, that the 
natives must be made to understand 
he has a government that in addition 
to its duty to protect him has full 
pow’er to see he obeys its laws. 

The missionary has been a strong 
influence in Alaskan affairs, and the 
Alaskan missionary has been, and is, 
possessor of unusual zeal, integrity 
and wisdom. The government has 
grown to expect double duty of the 
missionary, looking to him to be the 
spiritual guide and teacher of the peo- 
ple, and leaving to him the settlement 
of disputes among his simple people. 

Dr. Sheldon Jackson is known, even 
among outsiders ignorant as a rule of 
smallest detail of Alaskan life, as one 
that has done much to uplift the na- 
tive, a stanch and trusted friend of 
the Alaskan. One missionary, an 
Episcopalian, not long ago established 
a mission station in a distant and lone- 
ly point on the Yukon river, and a 
part of his equipment was a specially 
made theremometer that could regis- 
ter 90 degrees below zero F. To-day 
there are mission stations from St. 
Michael’s all along the route to the 
gold fields. All hail to the missionary 
who makes such plucky effort to do 
something for neglected Alaska.

one in blue, reclining toward the rear 
end of the long vehicle, the object of 
much silent curiosity but no intrusion 
whatsoever, and to the prisoner Long- 
street spoke as couretously as to the 
princess holding her little court in mid 
car, bidding him be of good cheer.

One of the best 
ways to use such an assortment is in 
the making of the little dressing sacks 
and shirt waists, and sometimes an 
f-vening waist can be concocted that is 
surprisingly modish— and surprising^ 
unskimped.

Sir Beaumont Before Public. 

The appointment of Vice Admiral Sir 
Lewis A. Beaumont, former commander 
in chief of the Australian station, as 
British representative on the North Sea 
commission, brought a well-known sol- 
dier into prominence.

In 1894 
he was appointed director of naval in- 
telligence, and after serving as aid-de- 
camp to the late Queen Victoria for a 
short time wag. promoted rear admiral in 
1897. In the following year he was given 
command oT the Pacific fleet. ■
